The representations made by State offi- 
cials are not very encouraging to the authori- 
ties here? but the Bureau of Justice, neverthe- 
less, will get out its jostructions. 
THE MISSISSIPPI LEVEES. 

The epecial committee of Congress ap- 
zointed to investigate the condition of the 
Mississippi levees is about to enter upon its 
work at a time which its members regard as 
most opportune.

A PECULIAR DISCREPANCY. 

There ie more whisky consumed than 
is manufactured, according to statistics of the 
number of grain and molasses distilleries iu 
operation throughout the country issued 
frcm the revenue office to-day, which shows 
that there are 303 grain distilleries and six 
moOlarses is tilleries—an increase of nineteen 
over the past year.

The distille for the year ending Aprii 
30t b, 1871, uced 43,128 gallons more than 
the pest year.

The object is to sink minivg 
sha'ts from this tunnel, when it is completed, 
3 miles, and the purpose of this Commission is 
to report if it is worthy of government assist- 
ance. Its projectors claim that the enterprise 
will result in the development of unteid mil- 
ions of mineral wealth.

Franxrort, Kr., May 2.—Six hundred 
delegates have arrived, and have occupied 
their time tn canvassing and arranging the 
preliminaries for-to-morrow.

be a responsibility that the Constitution 
does not give him or the deed to a house 
and lot that some office-seeker does give 
him.

screw and  barrel-shirt. At length, 
having worked up the tragedy to its 
intentest point, he lowered his voice and 
in deep, impressive tones said, and after 
all this, my friends, what must you think of 
the humble individual who has the honor 
to stand before you?” To which a clear 
Irish voice sang out from the crowd below 
“That ye must ha’ been a h—! of a bad 
n * 
Something ot this judgment, minus the 
profanity, must occur to the candid reader 
when he peruses the accounts of the un- 
happy victims of Southern rage who fly 
into the Radical newspapers of the North 
with social injuries and domestic grief 
sustained at the hands of the bloody- 
minded and malignant rebels.

Or, 
perbaps, the one-armed hero possessed a 
vicious dog that frightened the neighbors, 
The conduct of the clergyman would be

Seriously, 1s it possible for such stuff as 
the foregoing to pass muster with sensible 
people? Ifthe two cases quoted are not 
wholly apochryphal, they are entirely 
comprehensible. Luck must have been an 
incendiary. The postmaster and his family 
must be disagreeable folks. The Southern 
temper, if it is anything, is eminently 
genial. Its fault lies in its easy and heed- 
less familiarity, It is too much given to 
loose neighboriy ways and thriftless hos- 
pitality,and has a most embarrase‘ng and 
absurd provincial habit ot pickmg up poor 
dogs, provided they be not vicious. A 
little good nature goes a long way m the 
South, and, to any one acquainted with the 
habits of the population, the experience of 
Mr. Luce and the Virginia postmaster are 
of unequivocal significance. But, even if 
they were not, are woe to correct such s0- 
cial complamts by act of Congress, and 
legislate the unwilling households of the 
country into close intercourse with the 
lovely and the lonely of every degree and 
sort? Is thatthe way to establish domes- 
tic peace and brotherly feeling? Arewe to 
go on perpetually with this wretched 
crimination, based on individual incite- 
ment which produces hostile legislation, 
which, in its turn, produces resistance, the 
whole going round in a miserable circle of 
private and public wrong? 

This is a sham humanity, but it ip Radi- 
cal humanity, the counterpart ofthat mock 
Republicanism which is drawing us over 
the precipice of despotism by the agency 
of ignorance and passion at call of the 
policy of eternal hate. 

Just as imperialism lies at the bottom 
ot the civil philosophy taught and carried 
out by the Radical politicians does com- 
munism he at the bottom ot the creed of 
the Radical bumanitarians. We nud in 
Mr. Morron aconspirator to overturn our 
system of government. We find in Mr. 
GREELEY an agrarian agitator, who seeks 
to upset the existing order of things and to 
establish a socialistic school of theolo- 
gy and morals, Mr. Morton bas succeeded 
in his treasonable scheme to the extent 
of obtaining an election Jaw by which 
his party is made master of the ballot- 
box, and an enforcement act by which 
the candidate of his party is made a dic- 
tator. Nothing more remains to perfect 
the plot than the open assertion of its 
meaning and its purpose. It the President 
has the courage he may make himself sure 
of the Congressional authority and the 
military instruments to declare himself

DAVIO A. WELLS. 


His Lecture at Weisiger Hall upon 
the Industrial and Financial Con- 
dition of the Country. 


AN ABLE ARGUMENT. 


At Wetsiger Hall, on Monday evening, a large 
audtence was present to bear the Hon. David A. 
Wetis lee ure upon the “Industrial aod Fiuancial 
Condition of the Country.“ Hon. Henry J. Stites, 
Judge of the Court of COummorn Pleas, took the 
chair and ſatroduced the Hoa, gentieman. 

Mr. Weils began by stating that a few days be- 
fore be left home ke had received a letter from 
the president of a noted college, asking if he 
ccu'd give bim some hints regarding the best 
means of teaching political economy. The stu- 
dents regarded the subject as a very distasteful 
one, and, of course, they made little progress 
iu ibe study. If he had answered 
Abe president, which de had not done as yet, he 
sbould sey to bim that the unattractive nature 
of the study was due to two causes—the stand- 
ing of the teachers and the method of instruc.ion 
pursued. Political economy was taught by men 
who had acquired their knowledge from text- 
books and not irom actual study of events daily 
iraprpiripg; aud Bowe ver sound cheir theorie: 
might ve, they lacked the freshners and app!i- 
cab ness of what is derived from actual contact 
With the world. 

When de himself was called to office in 1843, 
he entered upon his duties with considerabie 
mirgivings. Nec.“ be said to himself, “you 
have been studying poiliica, economy ali your 
life, what answer would you give if asked what 
do y.u know of Ricardo upon Rent, Malchus 
upov Population, or the Balance ot Trade?” He 
was not, however, subjected to any mortification 
whicb might result om being unable to answer 
avy suck questions. He knew the tities on the 
backs of the priscipal books upon political econ- 
omy,and had a good koowledge of their con- 
tents, but be found that those whom he met in 
Wa: hington knew neither the one nor the other. 
He then humorously described the condition tn 
whicn he fougd the office, caused by the war, and 
the degree of close atiention necessary to master 
the situation.
